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HALF-YEARLY  REPORT 


During  the  twenty-six  weeks  which,  comprise  the  first  and  second 
quarters  of  the  year  1867,  there  were  registered  7285  deaths  in  the  Borough 
of  Liverpool,  making  its  death  rate  equal  to  29.5  per  1000  per  annum  of  the 
inhabitants.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  2825  deaths  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  period  of  1866,  and  of  1141  deaths  as  compared  with  the 
collected  averages  of  the  last  ten  years.  Oi  the  total  deaths,  3858  were 

males,  and  3427  lemales,  and  3230,  or  44.4  per  cent.,  were  children  below 
five  years  of  age. 

4 he  number  oi  births  registered  in  the  Borough  of  Liverpool  during 
the  half-year,  amounted  to  10,110  (or  5184  males  and  4926  females) ; 
making  the  birth  rate  equal  to  41.6  per  1000  per  annum  of  the  inhabitants.

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ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Zymotic  diseases  occasioned  1368  deaths,  being  a  decrease  of  630  on 
the  corrected  averages  of  the  last  ten  years,  and  of  1713  on  the  number 
registered  under  this  class  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1866.  This 
gratifying  diminution  in  the  range  of  contagious  disease  was  chiefly 
observed  in  those  affections  such  as  Typhus,  Diarrhoea,  and  Small  Pox, 
which  are  supposed  to  he  either  directly  or  mediately  amenable  to  the 
influences  of  sanitary  regulations. 

The  following  table  shows  the  position  of  the  principal  classes  of 
diseases  during  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  years  1865,  1866,  and 

1867.

MEASLES. 

Measles  accounted  for  only  1.6  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes,  or 
for  8.7  per  cent  of  those  from  Zymotic  diseases.  It  has  gradually  declined 
in  prevalence  and  fatality  since  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1866,  and 
during  the  last  half-year  it  occasioned  260  fewer  deaths  than  during  the 
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corresponding  period  of  1866.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  this  disease,  66 
were  males  and  53  were  females,  and  115  were  children  below  5  years  of 
age.

SCARLATINA. 

Although  the  mortality  from  Scarlatina  during  the  last  half-year  was 
76  less  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1866,  it  still  continues  to 
be  largely  in  excess  of  the  corrected  averages  of  the  last  ten  years.  It 
proved  fatal  to  168  males  and  157  females,  and  to  246  children  below  5 
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years  of  age  ;  and  it  accounted  for  4.4  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all 
causes,  and  to  23.9  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases.

HOOPING  COUGH, 

The  epidemic  of  Hooping  Cough  is  apparently  abating.  In  1865  it 
occupied  a  very  unimportant  position  in  the  registry  of  death ;  account¬ 
ing  only  for  61  cases  in  that  year.  It  assumed  in  1866  a  virulence  and 
a  gravity  which  placed  it  only  second  to  Typhus  and  to  Cholera ;  hut 
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during  the  last  half-year  its  fatality  has  again  decreased  to  116  below  the 
corrected  averages  of  the  last  ten  years,  and  to  365  below  that  of  the 
corresponding  period  of  1866.  It  accounts  for  3.5  per  cent,  of  deaths  from 
all  causes,  and  for  18.8  per  cent  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases.  It 
numbered  amongst  its  victims  127  Males,  130  females,  and  255  children 
below  5  years  of  age.

TYPHUS. 

The  most  gratifying  feature  in  the  mortality  returns  of  the  last  half- 
year  is  the  evident  indication  of  the  cessation  of  the  virulence  of  the  Typhus 
epidemic,  which  has  so  largely  and  fatally  prevailed  in  the  Borough  of 
Liverpool  since  the  year  1861.  Typhus  Fever  is  now  confined  to  what 
may  he  considered  its  normal  boundaries.  It  accounted  for  305,  or  4.1 
per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  22.2  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from 
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Zymotic  diseases.  Of  tliese  deaths  143  were  from  the  labourers’  class, 
121  from  the  tradesmen,  8  from  servants,  19  from  seamen,  2  from  soldiers, 
5  from  professional  and  mercantile.  The  history  of  7  of  the  cases  was 
unknown.

RETURN  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  &c.,  IN  WORKHOUSE  HOSPITAL. 
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These  show  that  the  average  number  of  persons  suffering  from 
Typhus  at  one  time  in  Hospital  was  61,  and  their  per  centage  death  rate 
18.9  ;  the  average  number  of  Small  Pox  cases  at  one  time  in  Hospital  4, 
and  their  per  centage  death  rate  16.6  ;  the  average  number  of  Measles  at 
one  time  in  Hospital  6,  and  the  death  rate  23  per  cent.  ;  the  average 
number  of  Scarlatina  at  one  time  in  Hospital  2,  and  the  per  centage  death 
rate  14.3. 

The  number  of  paupers  in  receipt  of  relief  on  Saturday,  the  29th  of 
June,  was  16,360,  or  1,156  more  than  at  the  same  period  in  1866. 
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
